Council sells Habermehl House

Didsbury Town Council has 
accepted a bid from a Carstairs 
resident for the sale of the con¬ 
troversial Habermehl House. 

In a closed door session after 
their last meeting, council de¬ 
cided to accept a bid from 
Melville Lacey for $58,500. 

The sale puts to rest the furor 
which had brew ed over the house 
since council tried to sell it last 
August A bylaw passed by town 
council which agreed to sell the 
house to a local couple for 
$45,000 was overturned by a 
Calgary court Local contractor 
George Anderson challenged the 
bylaw after he had the historic 
home appraised at $80,000 

The town had tried to sell the 
house to the couple without en¬ 
tering any tender process, al¬ 
though Mayor Ray Lea said they 
had worked out a verbal prom¬ 
ise for restoration of the home 
Lea had also said the town did 
not feel they could gain any 
more from the property because 
of the number of repairs needed 
in the house But the court over¬ 
turned the bylaw after ruling it 
contravened the Municipal Act 
which stipulates council's re¬ 
sponsibility to dispose of ac¬ 
quired land at fair actual value 

A town appraisal ofthe home, 
made after the court ruling, val¬ 
ued it at $50,000. 

There was no indication from 
town council on how many bids 


were received on the house al¬ 
though one, from George 
Anderson, had offered to pur¬ 


chase the house for $55,000, fix 
it up, sell it again and donate the 
profits back to the town. 


The house, which was built 
in 1911, was donated to the town 
in 1955 It had been run as a 


senior's home until last year 
when the tenants were told the 
house was to be sold.

Horse legislation looks promising

New legislation recently 
passed by the Alberta govern¬ 
ment looks promising for the 
protection of wild horses. 

Joy Ripley. President of the 
Alberta Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, said 
while her office is still waiting 


to see a copy of Bill 204, they 
feel it is has been a positive 
move. 

“This bill shows that they 
took this issue very senously,” 
she said. “The fact that they 
moved on it this quickly is a 
good sign.” 

The bill was passed earlier 
this month, the first private mem¬ 
ber's bill in the history of the 


Alberta Legislature to be brought 
into law Roy Brassard, MLA 
for Olds/Didsbury, brought the 
bill forward after some concerns 
with trapping of the horses were 
highlighted this summer when a 
marc died, trapped in a leg snare, 
west of Sundrc 

Under the new law, trapping 
of the horses is now regulated 
and trappers must have a licence 


for capture Previously the ani¬ 
mals had not been protected by 
any act 

“(Before now) the horses 
could be captured at will,” said 
Brassard “That is really what’s 
being addressed by this bill We 
want to stop the inhumane treat¬ 
ment We feel these horses arc 
part of Alberta's heritage ” 

Under the new legislation, the 


horses are now protected under 
the Stray Animal Act and con¬ 
trol of their trapping will be 
handled jointly between Alberta 
Environmental Protection, Fish 
and Wildlife and Alberta Agri¬ 
culture.

For several centuries the truly elite members of society assem¬ 
bled in "salons” Here, under the leadership of some gifted host or 
hostess, artists, writers and intellectuals would gather for refresh¬ 
ment and conversation 

The conversations were, by present day standards, horribly 
complex, wordy and filled with long obscure quotes that some¬ 
times went on for 2 or 3 pages. The people who frequented these 
salons were expected to be able to quote copiously from the Bible 
and from writers, philosophers, poets and leaders past and present. 
A conversational style that employed quantities of quotes and 
reference marked you as well bred, well educated, refined and of 
superior intelligence. The only thing better than being able to 
quote other people was being a person whom others quoted and if 
you were one of these gifted individuals, the salon you attended 
would be the most prestigious in town 

If you ever say, "let sleeping dogs lie," or "makes my flesh 
creep." or "hard as nails" you arc quoting Charles Dickens 1812- 
1870. If you have said, "twixt you, me and the gatepost," or "It's 
a long lane that knows no turning," or a "man's reach should 
exceed his grasp" you have quoted Robert Browning 1812-1889. 
If you have called Didsbury "a one-horse town" or referred to your 
kid as, "a limb of Satan" you have quoted Mark Twain, 1835-1910. 
If you were one of the many who recently said, "If the people have 
not suffered enough, it is their God given right to suffer some 
more." you were of course quoting William Abcrhart, Premier of 
Alberta. 1935-1943. 

If you have used the expression, "nothing to fear but fear itself," 
you were in ancient but good company Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
in his first inaugural address of March 4, 1933 said. "The only 
thing we have to fear is fear itself," but 80 years earlier, Henry 
David Thorcau is supposed to have said "Nothing is so much to be 
feared as fear " Thorcau was probably paraphrasing Michel 
Montaigne. 1533-1592, who is credited with "the thing 1 fear most 
is fear," and Montaigne quoted widely from Socrates 469-399 
B C. and Seneca 4 B C. to 65 A.D. I don't know who Seneca and 
Socrates quoted but I'll bet they were quoting somebody 

John Bartlett 1820-1905 owned the University Book Store in 
Cambridge, Mass and was an omnivorous reader Everywhere 
John went, people called upon him to answer questions about 
quotes, so in 1855, as a public serv ice, he made 1,000 copies of a 
little book of quotations The book was called Familiar Quota¬ 
tions, contained 258 pages and featured 169 authors The Bible 
and Shakespeare took up about a third, the rest was mostly English 
poetry ; Milton, Pope, Wordsworth and Byron. There was some 
prose; Milton, Bacon, Tom Paine, Macauley . There were a few 
Americans; Irving. Bryant, Longfellow and Lowell and a line 
each from "Hail Columbia". "The Star Spangled Banner." and 
"The Old Oaken Bucket " 

The venture was a success By 1863 he had joined Little. Brown 
and Company and the fourth edition was published that year My 
edition is the fifteenth and 125th Anniversary Edition It has 1540 
pages, more than 22.500 quotations and goes from 700 B C to 
1982 It is modem enough to have quotes from Joni Mitchell, 
"They paved paradise and put up a parking lot" and John Lennon. 
"Give peace a chance " It docs not have my favorite Lennon quote. 
"Life is what happens while you arc making other plans " 

I have a 1976 issue of Colombos Concise Canadian Quotations 
and it is certainly interesting but a bit short on brilliant Perhaps 
another quote is applicable here, "A prophet is not without honor, 
save in his own country " Matthew 13 57 My latest quotation 
aquisition is a gift from my son and daughter-in-law and is called 
The Penguin Dictionary of Modem Humorous Quotations I can 
spend hours with this one 

With easy access to all these great quotations one would think 
that the salon would come back into fashion Well when it docs I’m 
ready Actually with all the things that have been said and resaid 
during the centuries I could say almost anything with the assur¬ 
ance that I was quoting someone The tricky part would be in 
attributing it to the correct source without consulting my reference 
books

Didsbury passes municipal review

Didsbury was given a better than 
passing grade in a recent municipal 
review handled by Alberta Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs 

The review, the first stage in the 
government's field advisory pro¬ 
gram. is staged to help municipali¬ 
ties judge and improve their ad¬ 
ministration and operations 

In a report to town council, re¬ 
viewer Manny Langman said the 
town is handling financial man¬ 
agement well and is in a good 
financial position Langman 
commended the town for its self 
sustaining water, sewer and gar¬ 
bage systems 


Council was also commended 
for its staff job descriptions and 
proper use of administrative staff 
Areas where Langman saw room 
for improvement were in the long 
term planning and administration 
areas 

“I understand a comprehensive 
long-range capital program is be¬ 
ing developed I recommend this 
activity be given a high priority.” 

‘ ‘ I was advi sed you r admi n i stra- 
tor personally prepared the agenda 
and records and drafis the minutes 
of council In a municipality of 
your size, this activity is usually 
delegated to an assistant or staff 
member.” Langman said “The 
delegation of this function would 
allovvyoiiradministratormorctimc 


to deal with items of higher prior¬ 
ity.” 

Langman also suggested coun¬ 
cil reduce the number of in-camcra 
sessions 

“While the present use of in- 
camcra meetings appears to be 
appropriate, council is cautioned 
to restrict the use of such meetings 
to situations where it is clearly in 
the public interest to do so The 
excessive use of in-camcra meet¬ 
ings can create feelings of suspi¬ 
cion and mistrust within a commu¬ 
nity.” 

Now that the review has been 
completed. Langman said the pro¬ 
gram will be followed up by a 
second visit.

The Town of Olds has been 
awarded a $52,500 grant through 
Alberta's Action on Waste Pro¬ 
gram to purchase equipment for 
the WastcTransfcrStation Details 
of the project were announced by 
Town of Olds Constituency MLA 
Mr Roy Brassard and Alberta En¬ 
vironmental Protection Minister 
Brian Evans. 

"I am pleased that the Town of 
Olds and surrounding area is eager 
to participate in the collection and 
recy cling of waste materials in the 
region." said Brassard 

"I hope other communities will 
follow the leaderships of the Town 
of Olds and area to help reduce the 
amount of solid waste that enters 
the waste sy stem Together we can 


reduce the amount of solid waste 
we generated," Evans said 

Funds will be used to purchase 
a baler, bins, multi-material col¬ 
lection wagons, a forklift and a 
highway trailer which will be used 
to store and transport recyclable 
materials This application will 
assist in the collection of newspa¬ 
per. cardboard, food cans, and yard 
waste. 


Under the Action on Waste pro¬ 
gram. municipaliticsand non-profit 
organizations can apply for Re¬ 
source Recovery Grants to estab¬ 
lish local or regional waste mini¬ 
mization and recycling projects 
The Resource Recovery Grant Pro¬ 
gram has prov ided funds to over 
200 projects throughout the prov¬ 
ince since 1976.

Priorities

Residents of the Didsbury community should be asking 
themselves where the Mountain View Health Centre’s pri¬ 
orities are that they could spend $73,000 on a bus. 

The recent acquisition of a very expensive form of 
transportation such as this flies in the face of the financial 
responsibilities and tough budget cutbacks they say they are 
forced to live with. 

Here we have a hospital laying off staff, closing beds and 
considering cutting service turning around and spending a 
serious amount of cash for an item whose useful is question¬ 
able 

Why was such a vehicle necessary when the hospital was 
already making use of existing transportation in the form of 
the Lion’s van 9 Was a top of the line bus, complete with 
cassette stereo necessary, could a second hand model have 
handled the job adequately if existing services were not 
capable? 

And is this service something the community really 
wants? Why was the bus purchased before the round table 
talks the hospital is planning to hold on what the community 
wants from the hospital? It certainly would have made more 
sense to make the purchase after the community had the 
chance to express their opinions on the need for such a 
service in the area. For an organization looking for the 
support of the community in light of further provincial 
funding cutbacks, this was a bad public relations move 
Already struggling with bad PR over the issue of voluntary 
salary rollbacks, this purchase looks insensitive to the plight 
of the staff and to the patients facing service cutbacks, 
especially in the acute care side More discretion will be 
necessary if the hospital board wants the community to be 
responsive and supportive in the future 
Quote of the week 

“This is kind of a motherhood issues, but there are other 
issues being discussed and this will have a significant 
impact ”

The public opinio

Addressing our economic 
challenges overthe next few years 
is going to bring with it many 
changes, some of which have been 
long overdue Public consulta¬ 
tion is being held these days on 
everything from health care to 
tax reform and some of the stud¬ 
ies arc upsetting They arc upset¬ 
ting because no one likes change. 
But I tell you that reviewing what 
we do and how we do it is not only 
timely, but appropriate. 

Much of the discussion that is 
taking place is being driven solely 
by the need to balance the pro¬ 
vincial budget and we are all 
looking for nice simple solutions 
that won't impact on us person¬ 
ally. Many feel that user fees in 
health care would solve that is¬ 
sue, and that amalgamation of 
school boards and the removal of 
a few frills would solve the edu¬ 
cational problems And some 
even feel that a modest tax in¬ 
crease would solve them all Not 
so! 

The truth is that we arc spend¬ 


ing more money than we have. 
Quite aside from any plan to re¬ 
duce our accumulated debt we 
arc spending $2 billion more than 
our revenue And simply putting 
more money into the system 
through user fees or higher taxes 
is not the answer We must chal¬ 
lenge the efficiencies of the pro¬ 
grams being delivered 

Any review of a department 
without examining ail programs 
within that department would be 
less than responsible In educa¬ 
tion that means taking a thought¬ 
ful look at kindergarten as well as 
math - at administration as well 
as music. 

To quote the Minister "The 
time has come when we must 
make fundamental change to what 
we're doing and how we do it The 
solutions of the 70's and 80's arc 
not the solutions of the 90's and 
beyond". 

Truly the solutions of the past 
arc not applicable to our current 
health care system cither. Al¬ 
though I don't want to pre-empt 
the results of the province-wide 
discussions that have been held, 
it is obvious that changes to our 


health care have to take place 
When spending over $4 billion 
on health care there must be suf¬ 
ficient flexibility to properly re¬ 
spond to the true needs of 
Albertans To have 44 beds sit¬ 
ting empty while people desper¬ 
ately wait for long term care is 
ludicrous. To use highly quali¬ 
fied trained nurses for adminis¬ 
trative duties is inappropriate 
We have excellent facilities and 
extremely capable staff and the 
system needs to be directed by 
the needs of the community, not 
the wishes of the bureaucracy in 
Edmonton I am absolutely con¬ 
vinced that the system could be 
more responsive and efficient at 
less cost than it is at present 

It is imperative that we change 
the way we do business in the 
future We must protect w hat we 
ha vc We must change w hat needs 
to be changed to reflect the reali¬ 
ties of today. And above all we 
must protect those in greatest 
need. 

And that will take the collec¬ 
tive will and cooperation of us 
all.

A variety of water sources 

Which of the following bever¬ 
ages count as part of the water we 
need in our diet? Tap water, coffee, 
herbal teas, decaffeinated coffee, 
diet cola. beer, juice, milk, spar¬ 
kling water, soup 9 

Adults require about 2.5 L to 
make up for fluid lost in urine, 
stools, sweat and evaporation from 
the lungs This w ill increase during 
hot weather and with heavy physi¬ 
cal activity from work or sports. 
Like most other nutrients, water 
can be consumed from a variety of 
sources Coffee, beer and diet cola 
are the beverages which do not 
"count" as part of the recommended 
amount of water Caffeine and al¬ 
cohol tend to let more water t hrough 
the kidneys than the amount of 
fluid consumed 

Drinking the recommended 6 to 
8 cups of fluids daily is a little shy 
of the 2.5 L (10 c.) our body loses 
Foods in our diet prov ide some of 
the fluid as vegetables and fruits 
arc 95 percent water and even dry 
foods such as cereal and bread are 
8 to 35 percent water. 

What does water do for you? 
Every cell in our body is "bathed" 
in water allowing the millions of 
chemical reactions in our body to 
take place; it aids in digestion and 
absorption of food, is the reason 
our blood moves around our bodies 
and lubricates the body joints 

For people who do not drink 
enough fluid, one of the common 
effects is constipation Drinking 
more water, juices, and milk can be 
one easy step to help overcome this 
problem 

People who sweat while work¬ 
ing or performing their sports need 
to drink fluids during and after 
activity. Adequate fluids helps the 
body's "air conditioner" to work, 
allowing the muscles to continue 
to perform to their maximum ca¬ 
pacity. 

Drinking adequate fluid for los¬ 
ing or controlling weight can be 
beneficial. Water is caloric free, 
inexpensive, temporarily fills the 
stomach and docs not stimulate 
hunger like coffee or tea Six to 
eight cups of water is often recom¬ 
mended daily.

Wayne Lavden. Chairman of 
the Hospital Board of Directors 
said the enhancements to the pilot 
project, oncofonly 6 ninning in the 
province, is to entice more home 
care givers to take advantage of the 
facilities. 

“This new program is being 
utiltizcd but it isn’t full.” he said 
“We can take about 15 per day but 
right now we are only at about half 
capacity.” 

The program is designed to give 
home care givers of seniors a bit of 
a respite in their demanding job 
Care givers can take a day off by 
bringing their patient to the hospi¬ 
tal where they arc eared for and 
entertained by trained hospital staff 
Hospital Administrator Dennis 
Stabblcr said the program ends up 
by serving two needs. 

“The care giver can drop off 
their relative for day care which 
allows them social time with other 
residents and a chance to take 
therapy. " Stabblersaid “It helps to 
keep the senior in the home as long 
as possible. But it also helps the 
care giver. We hav e found if there 
is no relief for them, they usually 
end up in the acute care side of the 
hospital.” 

Jane Pittman, an LPN who works 
in the program, said she really sees 
a need for this kind of recreational 
therapy in the community. 

“There is really a need, espe¬ 
cially if we are going to be closing 
beds.” she said. 

Pittman said the program, run in 


Clients who use the day pro¬ 
gram can also schedule in required 
therapies during their day. 

The bus recently purchased by 
the hospital for use in the day sup¬ 
port program, is also expected to 
enhance useofthe program. Lavden 


said it will be used as a transport to 
help clients from around the county 
use the facility and to allow rela¬ 
tives of patients in the long term 
care unit to visit more frequently. 

“We also plan to use it for day 
trips for our residents,” he said. 


The adult day support program 
is open Monday through Friday 
during the day and the cost is $5. 
Stabblcr said the hospital may con¬ 
sider expanding the hours and days 
of the program if enough demand 
arises and funding can be secured

Artist looking for

Taking yourself from untrained 
pai nter to inv ited artist in a prestig¬ 
ious showing is a daunting task, 
unless of course, you arc Laurie 
Winter 

Winter, a Didsbury resident who 
is these days hitting the streets with 
her new handpainted jcwcllry. isn't 
one to let convention or inhibition 
get in the wav of a dream Since 
taking up painting with a venge¬ 
ance 15 years ago. she has become 
a celebrated talent. 

“I got into painting through 
Joyce Mullen when I moved here 
15 years ago, ’ ’ she said "Joyce was 
one of my first teachers, along with 
Elsie Archer I had painted when I 
was in my early 20s I painted for a 
year to make enough money to go 
to Europe Of course, in those days, 
it was unheard offor ayoung woman 
to go to Europe by herself.” 

That unconv cntialism has stayed 
with Winter throughout her life 
and is a heavy influence on the 
business she runs to market her 
painting talents Indigo Art Works 
changes scope regularly to encom¬ 
pass the changing needs ofboth the 


artist and her community. 

“I started doingpaintings which 
I signed Lolly, which is my child¬ 
hood nickname because I didn't 
think they were very good.” she 
said “But I have done well. Now 
though, people arc spending their 
money on food and necessities and 
don't have as much money to spend 
as they used to. so I came up with 
different ideas that were less ex¬ 
pensive.” 

One of the most recognizable of 
those ideas includes the exquisitely 
decorated milk cans which have 
become a very popular item Now, 
as said before. Winter has expanded 
into handpainted jcwcllry, includ¬ 
ing pendants, earrings and 
brooches 

The next expansion plan for 
Winter and her business is an art 
school which she plans to open up 
in the studio she had built into her 
new home in Mountain View Es¬ 
tates. Complete with a kitchen and 
scenic view, the studio is large 
enough to handle several students 
at a time The start of the school 
will have to wait though, until 
Winter is feeling a little less har¬ 
ried

Carbohydrate facts and 
fallacies 

Public perception has linked 
carbohydrate intake to a number of 
diseases including obesity, heart 
disease, cancer, behavioral and 
learning problems, lactase defi¬ 
ciency and dental caries Let's take 
a closer look at some of these is¬ 
sues. 

Carbohydrates, whcthcras sugar 
or starch, arc not fattening if the 
energy you consume in food 
matches the energy you use in your 
activities Excess calories, regard¬ 
less whether they're from fat. car¬ 
bohydrate. alcohol or protein, arc 
fattening Keep in mind, though, 
that fat has the greatest caloric 
concentration An extra pat of but¬ 
ter on your baked potato has more 
than twice the calories of an equal 
weight of sugar sprinkled on your 
morning cereal 

Not all carbohydrates are cre¬ 
ated equal. The short chain sugars 
tend to be sweeter than the longer 
starches. Complex carbohydrate 
foods are a source of energy, vita¬ 
mins. minerals, protein and fibre. 
Sugar, whether in form of honey, 
table sugar, sy rup, fruit sugar or 
molasses, is a tasty source of en¬ 
ergy although it has limited other 


nutrient value Sugar improves the 
flavour of many foods that arc rich 
in the nutrients it lacks. 

The key to controlling 
non insulin dependent 
diabetes is still to main¬ 
tain a healthy u eight and 
to a\'oid a large, rapid 
sugar intake. 


Many diabetes associations arc 
recommending that diabetics in¬ 
crease their carbohydrate intake to 
about 50 percent of total kilo calo¬ 
ries This is because many starchy 
foods and foods high in fibre don’t 
change the blood sugar levels of 
diabetics as much as we used to 
think they did. The key to control¬ 
ling non insulin dependent diabe¬ 
tes is still to maintain a healthy 
weight and to avoid a large, rapid 
sugar intake. But then we'd all be 
better o(T maintaining a healthy 
weight and an excess of any nutri¬ 
ent isn’t recommended for anyone 
Sugar can contribute to dental 
caries But it's the stickiness of the 
food and the exposure time rather 
than the carbohydrate itself that we 
have to be concerned about So, 
enjoy your sugar with your meals 
and brush your teeth after eating 


for maximum smile impact 

Complex carbohydrates in the 
form of soluble and insoluble fibre 
seem to have a protective effect in 
several lifestyle diseases including 
heart disease, some cancers, con¬ 
stipation and diverticulitis. Re¬ 
search is continuing, particularly 
in the area of heart disease and 
cancer. 

Sugar has been linked to learn¬ 
ing disabilities and hyperactivity. 
But the evidence isanccdotal rather 
than scientific Without a supply of 
blood glucose, the brain can't func¬ 
tion Even Einstein couldn't have 
made it without glucose. 

The day after Halloween is cited 
as bringing out the worst in kids 
But there is no scientific evidence 
linking the candy they ate the night 
before to their obnoxious behav¬ 
iour. Perhaps the excitement of the 
celebration has more to do with 
their behaviour than what they ate. 
It seems to me I sec about the same 
level of distraction after Christmas 
and Easter as I do after Halloween

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RCMP report 


What do you do if livestock 
trespass on your land? As a land 
owner there are two things you 
must do One. is to contact the 
RCMP and make a report. Infor¬ 
mation is gathered pertaining to 
the type of livestock found and its 
location. 

The second thing a land owner 
must do is to contact the brand 
inspector. Under section 8 of the 
Stray Ani mal Act. a land owner has 
48 hours to contact an inspector 
and advise him of the trespassing 
livestock The landowner may also 
capture the livestock and contain it 
in an area appropriate to enable an 
inspector to identify them 

Once an inspector has been ad¬ 
vised of the livestock capture, he 
must, under section 13 of the Stray 
Animals Act. attempt to locate their 
owners Once located he must firstly 
advise them where their livestock 
arc being confined, secondly own¬ 
ers must be advised. in writing, that 
if any expenses were incurred dur¬ 
ing the capture and confinement of 
the livestock, that they must be 
paid to the inspector within 14 days 
of the confinement If they arc not 
paid the livestock will be sold by 
public auction Of course if the 
livestock's owners cannot be lo¬ 
cated the animals would again be 
sold by public auction Any further 
funds received would be used to 
pay any capture and confinement

Also Sec. 338 of the Criminal 
Code makes it an offence to har¬ 
bour or keep stray animals. The 
offence is punishable by a maxi¬ 
mum penalty of five years impris¬ 
onment.

Feedgrain prices lower 


Feedgrain prices have been both 
volatile and lower than last year's 
values since mid-September says 
an Alberta Agriculture market ana¬ 
lyst. 

"Cash values have remained 
depressed even though Canadian 
feedgrain futures were supported 
by a strong corn market." notes 
Larry Ruud of the market analysis 
and statistics branch 

Fccdlot and fecdmill bids across 
the province in mid-October were 
down between 18 and 25 percent, 
with one exception Grande Prairie 
prices were the same as in 1992. In 
comparison. Great Falls. Montana 
prices were down three percent and 
Stockton. California prices were 
up two percent. 

"Cash prices for barley and feed 
wheat both look to be near their 
lows." says Ruud "There's a lim¬ 
ited potential for prices to pick up 
by $5 to $10 per tonne in the cash 
market And. prices should firm up 
between now and Christmas 
"The top end of their range will 


come only if our export pace picks 
up significantly over the winter 
months," he adds. 

As well, no interim 1992-93 
price for feed barley was announced 
by the Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) "Don't expect a very big 
final payment." Ruud says. "I'd be 
surprised if the final payment was 
any more than around $40 pertonne 
because the international feedgrain 
market was weak last year." 

On a more positive note, top 
grade oats have been moving well 
into the U S. market Local prices 
were steady around $ 1 (X) per tonne 
The oat market should be steady 
between November and January he 
adds 

"Some people in the industry 
arc wondering if the Finnish gov¬ 
ernment will subsidize oat exports 
to the U S. Finland's next fiscal 
year begins on January 1. and we'll 
know then whether or not funds 
will be allocated to subsidize oat 
exports." says Ruud

Four days later 38 mounted 
Strathconas spotted a tiny group of 
Boers and chased them headlong 
into another ambush Surrounded 
by 200 of the enemy, the Canadi¬ 
ans wheeled and retreated Corpo¬ 
ral Alex MacArthur, already 
wounded tw ice, fell w hen his horse 
was shot from under him. Seeing 
this. Sergeant A.H.L. Richardson 
whirled, to retrieve his comrade 
Heavy fire poured down around 
him; one bullet went through his 
Stetson, another two through his 
tunic. In full flight from the ap¬ 
proaching Boers. Richardson's 
foaming and exhausted horse sud¬ 
denly balked at a fence The Boers 
yelled at Richardson to surrender 
But then a Boer bullet hit the ani¬ 
mal and it cleared the fence, flee¬ 
ing furiously to the Canadian camp 
and expiring an hour later. 
Richardson survived and received 
the Empire's highest award for 
military valor, the Victoria Cross 

Meanwhile, the Mounted Rifles 
were developing a reputation for 
ferocity. They developed the novel 
tactic of walking into ambushes 
and dividing into two groups when 
retreating, thus splitting the Boer 
pursuers for the main British force 
to fall upon Unfortunately, the 
CMR's fame was tainted when the 
war ended in 1902; while being 
demobilized, the Rifles proved an 
unruly bunch, seizing the transport 
ship's beer stores and generally 
enjoying a western idea of a good 
time - "raising hell and firing off 
w capons i ndi scri mi natcly." accord- 
ing to future Edmonton mayor 
W.A Gricsbach The returning 
Strathconas made a better impres¬ 
sion. although Steele got dnink and 
vomited on the rug at a London 


banquet thrown by Lord St rathcona 
The veterans returned as he¬ 
roes The Boer War did much to 
strengthen the ties between Britain 
and western Canada When the call 


came to serve the Motherland in 
the Great War 12 years later. Al¬ 
berta led the nation in volunteer 
enthusiasm
